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REPORT. 


To  THE  Hon.  Richard  J.  Oglesby, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
insure  the  better  education  of  practitioners  of  dental  surgery,  and 
to  regulate  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  State  of  Illinois,"  ap- 
proved May  30th,.  1881,  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the 
fifth  annual  report  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  there  have  been  held  three  meetings 
of  the  Board,  one  at  Rock  Island  at  the  time  of  meeting  of  the 
Illinois  State  Dental  Society,  in  May,  1886,  one  at  Chicago  on  the 
24th  of  June,  1886,  and  the  regular  annual  meeting  at  Springfield 
on  the  third  Monday  of  September,  1886. 

At  the  meeting  in  May  two  candidates  were  examined,  both  of 
whom  passed  and  received  licenses. 

The  meeting  in  June  was  called  to  take  action  in  the  case  of  the 
application  of  Jno,  M.  Cooper  for  a  license  upon  a  diploma  held  by 
him,  and  to  transact  such  other  business  as  might  come  before  the 
Board. 

At  that  meeting  alfidavits  were  presented  to  the  Board  conclu- 
sively establishing  the  fact  that  the  college  which  granted  the  diploma 
to  said  Cooper  was  not  at  that  time  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  adopted  by  this  Board,  or  even  with  those  (lenercdly  under- 
stood as  essential  to  be  observed  in  order  to  entitle  a  college  to  be 
considered  reputable  in  the  sense  implied   by  the  law. 

For  these  reasons  a  license  was  refused,  whereupon  the  college 
caused  suit  to  be  commenced  for  a  mandamus  to  compel  the  Board 
to  issue  a  license  to  said  Cooper.  The  case  is  now  pending  in  the 
courts. 

At  this  meeting  one  candidate  was  examined  who  passed  and  re- 
ceived a  license.  At  the  Springfield  meeting  one  candidate  was  ex- 
amined, but  he  failed  to  pass. 

Thirty-eight  licenses  have  also  been  issued  on  diplomas'during  the 
year. 

The  number  of  names  on  the  register  is  about  nine  hundred  and 
ninety,  but  the  number  of  dentists  in  actual  practice  probably  does 
not  exceed  nine  hundred.

The  work  of  the  Board  continues  to  be  appreciated  by  the  pro- 
fession generally,  and  though  there  has  been  some  attempt  at  ob- 
struction by  a  few  individaals,  the  Board  feel  confident  of  the  sup- 
port of  the  profession  at  large  in  their  efforts  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  without  fear  or  favor. 

The  necessity  for  the  protection  of  the  community  against  un- 
quaUfied  practitioners  of  dentistry,  a  protection  which  the  law  creat- 
ing this  Board  seeks  to  afford,  becooaes  each  year  more  apparent, 
and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  very  soon  the  public  may  realize 
the  benefits  arising  from  the  proper  execution  of  this  law. 

A  revised  list  of  those  legally  entitled  to  practice  dentistry  in  this 
State  is  hereby  attached  as  a  part  of  this  report.

AN  ACT 

To  insure  the  better  Education  of  Practitioners  of  Dental  Surgery,  and 

to  Regulate  the  Practice  of  Dentistri/  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Approved  May  30,  1881. 


Section,  1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Peojjie  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  rep- 
resented in  the  General  Assembly:  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State,  to  commence  such  prac- 
tice, unless  such  person  shall  have  received  a  diplcma  from  the 
faculty  of  some  reputable  dental  college,  duly  authorized  by  the  laws 
of  this  State,  or  of  some  other  of  the  United  States,  or  by  the  laws 
of  some  foreign  country,  in  which  college  or  colleges  there  was,  at 
the  time  of  the  issue  of  such  diploma,  annually  delivered  a  full 
course  of  lectures  and  instructions  in  dental  surgery :  Provided,  that 
any  person  removing  into  this  State,  who  shall  have  been,  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  prior  to  such  removal,  a  practicing  dentist,  and 
provided  also,  that  any  person  holding  the  diploma  of  doctor  of 
medicine  from  any  reputable  medical  college,  shall  be  entitled  to 
practice  dentistry  in  this  State,  upon  obtaining  a  license  for  that 
purpose  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  prohibit  any  physician  or  surgeon  from  extracting  teeth. 

§  2.  A  board  of  examiners,  to  consist  of  five  practicing  dentists, 
is  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  members  of  said  board 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  The  term  for  which  the  mem- 
bers of  said  board  shall  hold  their  oflices  shall  be  five  years,  except 
that  the  members  of  the  board  first  to  be  appointed  under  this  act 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five 
years,  respectively,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  appointed. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Governor. 

§  3.  Said  board  shall  choose  one  of  its  members  president,  and 
one  the  secretary  thereof,  and  it  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each 
year,  and  as  much  oftener  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may 
deem  necessary.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  at  all  times  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  the  proceedings  thereof  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  be  open  to  public  inspection. 


§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who  is  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State,  within  six  months  from  the  date 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  cause  his  or  her  name  and  residence 
or  place  of  business  to  be  registered  with  said  board  of  examiners, 
who  shall  keep  a  book  for  that  purp'ose ;  and  every  person  who  shall 
so  register  with  said  board  as  a  practitioner  of  dentistry,  may  con- 
tinue to  practice  the  same  as  such,  without  incurring  any  of  the 
liabilities  or  penalties  provided  in  this  act. 

§  5.  No  person  whose  name  is  not  registered  on  the  books  of 
said  board  as  a  regular  practitioner  of  dentistry,  within  the  time 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  permitted  to  practice 
dentistry  in  this  State  until  such  person  shall  have  been  duly  ex- 
amined by  said  board  and  regularly  licensed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.  Any  and  all  persons,  who  shall  so  desire,  ma,y  appear  before 
said  board  at  any  of  its  regular  meetings  and  be  examined  with 
reference  to  their  knowledge  and  skill  in  dental  surgery,  and  if  the 
examination  of  any  such  person  or  persons  shall  prove  satisfactory 
to  said  board,  the  board  of  examiners  shall  issue  to  such  persons 
as  they  shall  find  from  such  examination  to  possess  the  requisite 
qualifications,  a  license  to  practice  dentistry,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  But  said  board  shall  at  all  times  issue  a 
license  to  any  regular  graduate  of  any  reputable  dental  college  with- 
out examination,  upon  the  payment  by  such  graduate  to  the  said 
board  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar.  All  licenses  issued  by  said  board  shall 
be  signed  by  the  members  thereof,  and  be  attested  by  its  president 
and  secretary ;  and  such  licenses  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  right  of  the  holder  to  practice  dentistry  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

§  7.  Any  member  of  said  board  may  issue  a  temporary  license  to 
any  applicant,  upon  the  presentation  by  such  applicant  of  the  evi- 
dence of  the  necessary  qualifications,  to  practice  dentistry,  and  such 
temporary  license  "shall  remain  in  force  until  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  said  board  occurring  after  the  date  of  such  temporary 
license,  and  no  longer. 

§  8.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  liable  to  prosecution,  before  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  upon  information  or  by  indictment,  and  upon  conviction 
may  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  for  each  and  every  offense.  All  fines  recovered  under  this 
act  shall  be  paid  into  the  common  school  fund  of  the  county  in 
which  such  conviction  takes  place. 

§  9.  In  order  to  provide  the  means  for  carrying  out  and  main- 
taining the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  board  of  examiners  may 
charge  each  person  applying  to  or  appearing  before  them  for  exam- 
ination for  license  to  practice  dentistry,  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  and  out 
of  the  funds  coming  into  the  possession  of  the  board  from  the  fees 
so  charged,  the  members  of  said  board  may  receive  as  compensa- 
tion the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  actually  engaged  in  the 
duties  of  then-  office  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred in  attending  the  meetings  of  said  board.  Said  expenses  shall 
be  paid  from  the  fees  and  penalties  received  by  the  board  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.     And  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other  expenses 
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of  the  board  shall  ever  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury.  All 
moneys  received  in  excess  of  said  per  diem  allowance,  and  other 
expenses  above  provided  for,  shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  said 
board  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  said  board,  he 
giving  such  bond  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct.  And 
said  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its  proceedings  to  the 
Governor,  by  the  fifteenth  of  December  of  each  year,  together  with 
an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them  pursuant 
to  this  act. 

§  10.  Any  person  who  shall  be  licensed  by  said  board  to  prac- 
tice dentistry,  shall  cause  his  or  her  license  to  be  registered  with 
the  county  clerk  of  any  county  or  counties  in  which  such  person 
may  desire  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry,  and  the  county 
clerks  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State  shall  charge  for  regis- 
tering such  license  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  registration. 
Any  failure,  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  person  holding 
such  license  to  register  the  same  with  the  county  clerk  as  above 
directed,  for  a  period  of  six  months,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the 
license,  and  no  license,  when  once  forfeited,  shall  be  restored,  ex- 
cept upon  the  payment  to  the  said  board  of  examiners  of  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  dollars,  as  a  penalty  for  such  neglect,  failure  or  re- 
fusal. 


The  above  law,  as  construed  by  the  Attorney  General,  makes  it 
obligatory  upon  every  dentist  who  commenced  the  practice  of  den- 
tistry in  the  State  of  Illinois  after  July  1,  1S81,  or  who  shall  here- 
after commence  such  practice,  to  obtain  a  license  from  the  board 
of  examiners.  Thoee  dentists  who  hold  diplomas  from  reputable* 
dental  colleges,  can  obtain  license  by  proving  their  diplomas  and 
paying  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  the  same. 

All  others  must  appear  before  the  board  for  examination. 

All  persons  not  holding  diplomas  and  desiring  to  commence  prac- 
tice before  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  examiners,  must 
apply  to  some  member  of  the  board  for  examination,  for  temporary 
license,  which,  if  issued,  will  be  valid  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
board,  at  whir-h  time  the  person  holding  a  temporary  license  must 
appear  before  the  board  for  final  examination. 

The  fee  for  each  exam^'nation  is  two  dollars.  Examinations  will 
be  conducted  in  writing  in  Theory  and  Practice  of  Dentistry,  and 
Clinical  Dentistry;  Anatomy.  Histology  and  Surgery,  Physiology, 
Pathology,  Therapeutics  and  Materia  Medica,  Chemistry  and  Metal- 
lurgy, Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Deformities  and  Hygiene. 

*  The  following'  resolution  was  adopted  at  the  annual  meeting  held  in  Si>ringfleld,  Sep- 
tember, 1884 : 

Resolved.  That  after  June,  1885,  The  Illinois  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  will  recog- 
nize as  reputable,  nnly  such  dental  colleges  as  require  as  a  reauisite  for  graduation,  attend- 
ance upon  two  full  regular  courses  of  lectures  and  practical  instruction,  which  courses 
shall  each  be  of  not  less  than  five  months'  duration,  and  shall  be  held  in  separate  years, 
with  practical  instruction  intervening  between  the  courses.  Such  colleges  must  also  re- 
quire a  preliminary  examination  before  admitting  students  to  matriculation;  provided, 
that  no  certificate  from  a  high  or  normal  school  or  other  literary  institution  is  presented  by 
the  candidate. 
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Practical  demonstrations  in  operative  dentistry  will  also  be  re- 
quired. 

Seventy- five  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  questions  must  be 
correctly  answered  to  entitle  a  person  to  a  license ;  but  any  candi- 
date who  fails  to  answer  correctly  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  ques- 
tions in  either  of  the  following  subjects,  namely :  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice, Anatomy,  Physiology,  Pathology  and  Surgery,  even  though  his 
general  average  should  be  seventy-five  per  cent,  on  the  whole  num- 
ber of  questions  asked,  will  not  be  entitled  to  a  license. 

No  persons  who  are  not  registered  on  the  books  of  the  board,  or 
who  do  not  hold  license,  can  legally  practice  dentistry  in  this  State, 
and  if  they  attempt  to  do  so,  will  be  liable  to  prosecution  for  such 
illegal  practice. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  will  be  held  on  the  third  Mon- 
day of  September,  in  the  State  House,  at  Springfield,  and  on  the 
second  Monday  of  May,  at  such  place  as  the  Illinois  State  Dental 
Society  may  meet,  due  notice  of  which  may  be  found  in  the  dental 
journals. 

All  persons  knowing  of  any  dentist  practicing  in  this  State  con- 
trary to  law  should  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  board,  being  care- 
ful to  give  the  fall  and  correct  name  and  address  of  the  person 
violating  the  statute. 

All  registered  dentists  are  requested  to  inform  the  Secretary  of 
the  board  of  changes  in  their  address,  in  order  that  the  published 
lists  shall  be  as  nearly  correct  as  possible. 

It  seems  to  be  popularly  supposed  that  the  board  of  examiners 
should  prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  law.  This  is  not  the 
case ;  but  it  is  the  duty  of  every  dentist  to  see  that  the  law  is  en- 
forced, and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  each  county 
to  prosecute  every  person  violating  the  law,  on  the  receipt  of  infor- 
mation of  such  violation  and  the  necessary  evidence  to  establish 
the  fact. 

THE    STEPS   TO    BE   TAKEN   TO   PROSECUTE. 

Positive  evidence  of  the  violation  of  the  law  should  first  be  ob- 
tained. This,  with  a  formal  information  aiid  list  of  witnesses, 
should  be  handed  to  the  prosecuting  attorney,  who  will  then  be  in 
duty  bound  to  prosecute  the  case.
